TUMULT AT VENICE.

The Aus- 
trian patrol was insulted, and after further warning they 
began to raise the but-ends of their muskets.

BURNING OF THE STALWART. 

QueznstowN, WepNespay.—EurgTHer PARTICULARS 
FROM Scott AND Co.—About 130 p.m.,on the 12th 
inst., weather being then foggy, the captain of Princess 
Helena observed signals of distress, and on making a 
clearance perceived a vessel about three or four 
miles ahead, from which large volumes of smoke 
were issuing. Upon further observation he perceived 
flames rising to the mizen top. He then steered towards 
the ship, took in sail, and rounded as close as was con- 
sistent with safety. Found three boats belonging to 
the Stalwart, containing passengers, part of luggage, 
and crew, then in the water ready for abandoning the 
ship. Took passengers and crew with the luggage and 
specie amounting to 25,000 dollars on board, and left the 
scene of disaster about 3 p.m. 

Stalwart then appeared to be settling down. After 
part of ship being burned to water’s edge, weather set 
in thick and foggy ; and about 4.30, p.m., having again 
made a clearance, nothing of the burning vessel was to 
be seen. Captain of Stalwart—Stakes. Fire first dis- 
covered about noon on 4th inst.

tion is entitled in my person as well as otherwise, to be 
exempt from condemnation at the first moment of its 
existence. Its title to this extent is perhaps the more clear, 
because among its early as well as its very gravest duties will 
be the pro of a Reform Bill, which, if it be accepted by 
Parliament, must lead after ne long interval to a fresh genera! 
appeal to the people; and will thus afford a real opportunity 

judging whether the public men associated in the present 
Cabinet have or have not forfeited by that act, or by its legi- 
timate uences, any confidence of which they may pre- 
viously have thought worthy.
